HICAGO. — The' historical 
significance^ of 
Chicago's 


street nomenclature has be- 
come a subject of Interest 
In these parlous 
days of 


agitation for alphabetical, 
arithmetical names. While a 
readjustment beyond doubt 


_ ["required that will remove the great 
lapllcation of names, with its resulting; 
ioi'fuslon and inconvenience, the ques- 
ion of obliterating distinctive Chicago 
lames and of making: the street directory 
look like a multiplication table is an- 
>ther matter entirely. 
It has led to a 


movement to defend the sign posts from 
conoclasts •who would tear down street 
«am«s that are synonyms for Clilcaero 
!he world over and supplant them with 
lumbers. The protest hot reached such 
l> pass that only recently the question 
kas been raised as to whether the city 
•ouncil could change the names of streets 
yithln the boundaries of the original vll- 
iage without authority from the general 
issembly, Inasmuch as the town was 
'Irst laid out in 1830'by the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal commissioners, appointed 
\>y the legislature, who -nero the "official 
fathers 
of Chicago." 


The study of Chicago street names Is an 


Interesting: pursuit, and it brings to light 
many a bit of forgotten history. The first 
turvoy of Chicago •svas made in 1830 by 
lames Thompson, and embraced an area 
rif about three-eights of a square mile, 
nesldes the garrison at Fort Dearborn, 
Ihe population did not exceed 100. Three 
of the boundary stieets of the village 
were named aftPr the most prominent 
men of the day, the survay she^in^; that 
Washington street was the south boun- 
dary, Jefferson street the west. Kinzie 
street the north and Dearborn street the 
Bast. 
Itearborn street was named after 


the fort, which in turn was named ml 
honor of General Henry Dearborn. Secre- 
tary of War, Kinzie street took its name 
frflm Jobnl Kinzie, the carlj white «ettler. 
while the others were named after George 
Washington 
and 
Thomas 
JefCerson. 


North n-ard from Washington street camp 
Randolph, named aft>lr John Randolph of 
Roanoke; "Lake, 
after Lake Michigan, 


Fulton, named after Robert Pulton, whose 
steamboat, the Clarcmont, had made its 
first trip on the Hudson between Xew 
York and Albany just twenty-three years 


before Chicago was mapped out; Carroll 
street, after Charles Carroll of Carrollton, 
ind then Kinzie street. 


Eistwnrd from Jeffcrron 
the streets 


were named Clinton, after DeWitt Clin- 
ton, cruef promoter of the Erie Canal: 
Canal, alter the I and M. CanaJ 
East 


ot the river the flrst street was named 
Market street because the city market 
was 
located 
in 
the 
middle of 
the 


thoroughfare, the leason of its width; 
Franklin took its name 
from 
Benjamin 


Franklin and Wells was 
named after 


Captain William Wells. Indian agent at 
Fort Wayne, who came to Fort Dear- 
botn with a band of Mlamls in August, 
I SI 2, to escort the 
garrison 
and the 


settlers to Fort Wayne.

In the Fort Dearborn massacre Rt which 
is now the foot of Eighteenth street, 
and his heart was oaten by the savages, 
who believed that thereby they would as- 
similate the courage of the fallen scout.

LaSalle stieet was nnmi'd after the gtc-at 
explorer Chevalier La Salle, and then 
came "Clarke" street.

after George- Rogers Clark, the intrepid

Xorthwest Territory from 
the British. 


The final "e" was dropped after it was 
found that It was not part of the soldier's 
name. Poor, pathetic Clark1

neglect. 
The honor of having a, great 


Chicago street named after him is per- 
haps his greatest memorial, and now

Others 
recall interesting features of early Chi- 
cago, and still others are associated with 
names of celebrities • famous in hlstoiy. 
For Instance, there is Archer road, which 
IE connected with one ot the most Im- 
portant nnd Interesting- undertakings in 
tho history of Illinois—the building of the 
old Illinois and Michigan canal. It took

The effect of the mountains, continents, 


and oceartfc upon the earth's attraction, or 
gravity, is the subject of an interesting 
report, now in press, of an investigation 
by the Coast and Geodetic Survey of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 


The report states that, if the earth 


were a perfect sphere ot uniform den- 
sity, or a sphere with concentric layers 
of materials, each layer having a uni- 
form density, and If there were no rota- 
tion about its axis, then the intensity 
of the force of gravity would be the same 
at every place on its surface. A certain 
mass of any material would weigh the 
same, in a spring balance, at every place 
on the earth. However, the earth is not 


a sphere but a spheroid, and the distance 1 
from tho north of south pole to the' 
center of the earth .Is 13 miles shorter ( 
than-the distance from a point on the 
equator to the earth's center. This flat- 
tening of the earth makes, gravity greater 
in high than in low latitudes, and this 
variation follows a known law.

In spile of these three known laws— 


which give (1) the change in the earth's 
attraction due to the variation !h the dis- 
tance fiom the earth's center, (2) the 
decrease In the centrifugal force from 
the equator toward the poles, and (3) 
the change due to the elevation of the 
station above sea level—what the force of 
gravity will be at any particular placa 
can not be accurately predicted until a 
fourth 'aw is discovered which will en- 
able the, computation of effect on gravi- 
ty of the mountain, masses and the con- 
tinents, find also the effect of. the de- 
fect of matter in the great oceans. . 


A FOURTH LAW ESTABLISHED. 
The repo'rt of the Coast and Geodetic 


Survey entitled "The Effect of Topo- 
graphy ard Isostatic Compensation Up- 
on the Intensity of Gravity," written by 
Professor J. F. Hayford, of Northwest- 
ern Univorsitv. formerlv inspector of geo- 
detic wo.rks, and Mr. William - Bowie, 
inspector of geodetic work In the Survey, 


gives the results of an investigation which 
approximately establishes a fourth law. 
It has been proved, as a result of in-

street, and he grave us the use of a 
large room on the second floor. For 
many years after that Sorosis held 
all of Its meetings at Delmonico's. 


"The public sensation caused by the 


organization of a woman's club almost 
overshadowed the Interest In the ap- 
proaching visit of Dickens. We were 
criticised and ridiculed 
and lam- 


pooned and cartooned until some of 
our rnembers lost their courage and 
the husbands of some of the rest of 
the members — who never 
had 
any 


courage — made them resign, but we

had 
more applications for 


membership than 
resignations 
and 


were able to put candidates fpr ad- 
mission to a pretty severe test."

public dinner -ever held at which wo 
men and men sat on an equal footlnc 


"So, you see, Dickens was reali 


responsible for tho beganing of th 
woman's club movement in America. 


It was at a "valentine party" 1 


1868 that the Sorosis Club was'organ 
ized, and one of the 'speakers at th 
Dickens dinner was Hon. Whitela-v 
Reid.

Myers, the man who Is building a railroad 
west from this city all by himself, has 
purchased more right-of-way and Is push- 
ing his grade westward. Myers' object- 
ive is Garden City, fifty-four miles south- 
west of Jetmore. Already he has graded 
more than four miles of "the loadbed, 
most of which required ncavy filling. Es 
expects to build at least ten miles tho 
coming- year, most of the right-of-way 
being over comparatively, leve.1 land. 
Myers never has taken anybody into 
his confidence since he -began woik on 
his grade. 
He has used only his own 
money and his own labor, but he appears 
to have all the money he needs. 
He 
never has. employed any help, doing all 
the grading himself with a four-mule 
team and a wheeled scraper. Naturally, 
the people hereabouts are dying of purlos- 
Ity, but Myers never hss given them tho 
slightest Idea of his plans. 
All he has 
ever sa'd is that he is grading a railroad 
to Garden City. 
This town Is on a branch of the Santa 
Fe running from Larned. The people of 
the town have hoped for years that the 
branch would be extended along to a 
main line connection at Garden City, and 
for that reason they have always encour- 
aged Myers, but he always has refused 
any financial aid. Whether he hopes to 
build the road himself, or whether ho 
Intends to sell the right-of-way, he never 
has told. Nevertheless, if the Santa Fe 
ever builds from Jetmore ,to Garden City, 
Myers' right-of-way Is there, holding the 
kev to the situation. 
Myers is 50 jears old, a Kansan born. 
He came to Jetmore four years ago, and 
about three years ago began acquiring tho 
right-of-w/iy of his road, his first pur- 
chase being -thirty acres, lor which he 
paid $.11. an acre. There was ono hill on 
this right-of-way, 
ftftv feet in height, 
through which Myeis has cut, using tho 
earth excavated to make a fill over a 
railne some forty feet deep 
'For tlio 


remainder of the distance there are few 
hills or ravines and Myera experts to 
grads at least ten miles a year.

painting. His taste Is Instinctively well 
adapted to the Oriental atmosphere of 
thought and Is in harmony with Japan- 
ese idoals." 


Mr Bowie was for nine years tinder 


Japanese masters; he took up his resl- 
lence in Kyoto, which is a. great Japan- 
ese art center. His studies began at day- 
break, and lasted till midnight. 


In reading the took, one Is uncon- 


sciously studying along the very lines de- 
veloped by Mr. Bowie himself. 


GAVE FIRST LESSON. 


"Tore! gave me my first lesson and T 


was simply entranced. It was as though 
fhe sk'es had opened to disclose a new 
kingdom of art. 
Taking his brush in his 


hand with a -few strokes, he had exe- 
cuted a masterpiece, a branch with leaves 
clustering- round the ripe fruit. 
Instinct 


with life and beauty It seemed to have 
actually grown before my eyes 
From 


that moment dated rny enthusiasm for 
Japanese painting. 
I remained und«r 


NIshigawa-for two years or more, work- 
ing assiduously on my knees dally from 
dawn till nightfall, painting on silk or 
paper spread out flat before me, accord- 
ing to the Japanese method." 
' It is extremely Interesting to read of 
the Japanese masters - under whom Mr. 
3o\vie studied for the nine years of^hls stay 
In Japan. Some of theme were painters 
of figures, others painters of landscapes, 
still others, painters of flowers and birds. 


The chapter on. "Art in Japan" is of 


wonderful value, to the reader, very Illu- 
minating. The American must of course 
feel that he does not understand Jap- 
anese art, and he grasps about blindly In 
an effort to uitiuire a aympalhetic ap- 
preciation of that which he subtlely feels 
mu&t be worth while. 


Japanese art defies a last analysis, be- 


cause we have not a standard or meas- 
urement, and this Mr. Bowie gives us In 
his admirable chaytei, "Art In Japan," 
and in later chapters as well. Mr. Bowie 
writes. 


"Japanese painters smile wearily when 


informed that foreigners considei their 
work to be flat, and at best merely dec-' 
oratlve; that their pictures have, no mid- 
dle distance or perspective,' and contain 
no shadows, in fact that the art of 'paint- 
ing In Japan'is still in 'its infancy. 
In 


answer to all this, 'suffice it to s,ay that 
whatever a Japanese painting fails to 
contain has been purposely omitted. With 
Japanese artists It is a question of judg- 
ment-.and taste, as to what shall be paint- 
ed and what shall be cat left out. They, 
never aim at photographic accuracy or 
distracting detail. They paint what they 
feel rather than what they see, but thoy 
first see very distinctly. It is the artistic 
impression which they strive to perpet- 
uate In their work. Japanese artists are 
ardent lovers of nature; they closely ob- 
seive her changing moods, and evolve 
every law of their art from such Inces- 
sant, patient and careful study." 


JAPANESE CHILDREN. 


Of the Japanese children we read: 
"In all Japanese schools the rudiments 


of art are taught, and children are train- 
ed to perceive, feel, and enjoy what Is 
beautiful in nature. 
There is no city, 


village or hamlet In all Japan that does 
not contain Its plantations of plum and 
blossoms '.n spring, its peonies and lotus 
ponds in ?i'mrr.er, its chrysanthemums In 
autumn, and camellias, mountain roses 
and red .berries in winter. 
The school 


children are taken-time and again to see 
these, and revel amongst them. It is a 
part of their education. 


Excursions are organized at stated in- 


tervals during the school term and the 
scholars tramp gaily to distant parts of 
the country, 
singing patriotic and other 


songs the while, and enjoying the view 
of waterfalls, broad and winding rivers, 
autumn maples, or snow-capped mount- 
ains. In addition to this, trips are taken 
to all famous 
temples 
and 
historical 


places, Including whe» conveniently near, 
the throe great views of Japan, Matsu- 
Ehlma, Ami No Hashl Date and MyaJIma. 
Thus a taste of landscape is inculcated 
arid becomes second nature. I have seen 
miniature landscape gardens made by 
Japanese children, most cleverly repro- 
ducing charming views, and contained In 
a shallow bor or tray. 


"I believe that In the habit of repro- 


ducing as taught In the schools, lies the 
secret of the extraordinary skill of the 
Japanese artisan who can produce mrtr- 
vclou.s 
effects 
In compressing 
scenery 


within the very smallest dimensions, and 
yet preserve correct proportions and bal- 
anre "

to the world, and he has helped the on- 
ward progress of thought in giving us an 
appreciation of the dignity of life, of the 
majesty of soul which have found their 
expression in the best types of Japanese 
painting.

The first la that tie board reallv 
wants to give every prisoner a fair 
chance, to redeem, himself. The vse'c- 
', ond Is that tho board gets 'right down 
C' to tho .heart of a case in a business- 
/ 
like manner, with no lawyers muddy- 
ing the waters or weeping old moth- 
ers r.l«ading -for their erring ones. 
There was more Joviality than senti-< 
mentality In tha 
proceedings. 
The 
prisoners trembled with eagerness or 
hung their heads in shame'or wiped 
tears of despair from' their, eyes, but 
they soon saw that they must tell the 
truth. The truth Is what -these men 
are after and that bit of,character and 
gold hidden in every man. The pris- 
oners were treated with simple kind- 
ness, addressed as Mr. So and- So, and 
given, every opportunity to present 
jiTtacts In their own behalf.

JUST "ANOTHER CHANCE." 


There were other 
deeply human 
*nd tragic facts to be gleaned at this 
"day of judgment." It has taken mll.- 
llona of years to develop "man In 
God's Image" out of the scientists' 
dim forms of first llfo. It only takes 
one drink of whisky to start the ma- 
jority of these men a long way on the 
road to beast life again. 
The 'hear- 
ing was one of tho greatest temper- 
ance sermons ever preached. Prac- 
tically every man got'up-there and 
said that drink caused his first and 
ether downfalls.

"TKe belief is universal that values 
everywhere are not properly placed 
and that the burden of taxation is 
uneojiially placed. I have taken some 
pains to Investigate conditions recentls 
in a number of Western cities and find 
that while the assessors are uni 
versally able and intelligent men, tha 
their tasks are too much for them 
Without an adequate system it la a 
physical impossibility for the average 
assessor, in a large city, to get the 
values correct In the time ^A has to 
do It. But with a system the work is 
greatly simplified and accuracy at- 
tained as well. 


STJCOESSFCI; SYSTEM. 


"The only attempt to inject a com- 
prehensive system Into the task of 
assessing property that I know of, 
which has been a success, has been 
the so-called Somers system, which is 
In use in Philadelphia, 
New York, 
Cleveland, Columbus, Ohio, and four 
or five other smaller cities. 
"There Is no chance for glaring 
, inequalities in assessments by the use 
of this system; no chance for an as- 
sessor to favor any property owner 
and no chance for blunders or over- 
sights. The people, instead of the big 
property owners or the assessor, really 
have the say by thfci method and as 
all values are published and he who 
runs may read, and as the units are 
thraghed out in advance, there are no 
^.complaints afterwards 
The Intricate 
jKlUestlon of corner-lot values 
and 
/Values of odd-shape lots are handle^ 
so simply and perfectly that when fin- 
ished the assessor gets the praise of 
everyone—except, perhaps, the com- 
paratively few Individuals who -were 
•^fSvored under the old way. 
"The traffic count is essential to a 
correct assessment In a business dis- 
trict and an assessor or a committee 
of Improvement, clubs or any one else 
who tries to get accurate values by 
the aid of sales of property is at a 
great disadvantage. The traffic count 
is employed by a number 
of large 
concerns to satisfy themselves on 
[ues of prospective 
purchases 
or 
loans. 


I31PROVEMEMTS HEEDED. 


"Improvements on property 
are 
often taken into consideration by 
deputy assessors in fixing values on 
the land. They will often make a low 
value on tho land because of pool 
improvements and on the other hand 
will go to the other extreme. Whon 
the correct system. Is applied the mat- 
ter of improvements Is 
effectually 
separated from the land values 
"If single tax Is ever adopted here 
it will be more important than ever 
that land values shall be equitable and 
Just"It must not be forgotten that the 
Somers system Is not devised for the 
purpose of fixing values—It ascer 
tains the already.existing values and 
points out the Inequalities 
Tho peo 
pie and not the assessors make th< 
units and the assessor, by applying th< 
proper computations, arrives method! 
«cally at the value of any tract. 
"If the civic association

prepare an outline plat of twenty-five 
or thirty of the most valuable block 
in Oakland, I will be pleased to have 
a schedule made showing how thi 
system If applied would straighten ou 
the kinks here.

The Co,nti- 
nental and Commercial National bank 
of Chicago has nearly a quarter of a 
illlion dollars deposited and has 50(50 
correspondents in all sections of the 
United States, 40 per cent more than 
any other bank has. 


"Now, 
if it were proposed to or- 
;anize a money trust I think I would 
lave been approached in the matter;

thing about it. 


ENTEBE1JT DBPETEJBENT. 


"I understand a trust to be a com- 
jlnation, and a money trust wouW 
a combination of the big banks 
perhaps and a manipulation of money 
:o control the finances of the country 
"By 'money power* I mean some- 
thing entirely different 
Let me ex> 
plain: There are three national re 
serve centers—New 
York, 
Chicag< 
and- St. Louis. If there should be a 
serious financial disturbance the six 
reserve banks in New York, the thre 
in Chicago and the three In St. Loul 
would determine, in the last analysis 
to whom credit should be extended. 
"These 12 banks, .1 may add, do 8 
per cent of the business in their re 
spective cities. That ability to exteni 
credit is what I meant by mono 
power. But thut power is not theirs 
arbitrarily, or because 
they 
hav 
wrested it from anyone else or from 
other institutions 
It is because th 
national banking laws for 40 year 
have provided for such conditions." 
"Is it not a power which. If veste- 
In unscrupulous men, might be use 
to secure virtual financial control of 
the country?" 
"It is a power which unscrupulous 
men might use to the detriment of the 
country," he said. 


JDAW IS OBSERVED. 


"Are there any evidences that the 
money power to -Which you referred 
In jour speech is being used to un- 
duly empower or enrich, any of the 
bankers who have it?" 
"The law is specific and certainly it 
being obsepved," said Reynolds. 
"But the law is bad. It is bad In 
that it places such great power In the 
hands of a comparatively few bankeri. 
"Personally, tf I wanted to take all 


possible advantage of the conditions 
permitted by the national 
banking 
laws, aa they now are, I could be 
worth 10 times what I am worth. 
"I believe that many other bankers 
feel the same way about the law. The 
national banking laws hava forced a 
congestion of - the capital 
of 
the 


country and have had the effect of a 
centralization ot the money power. 
"It is this congestion and this cen- 
tralization which should be done away 
with. And the one measure proposed, 
which will have that effect is the Aid- 
rich measure for the creation of a re- 
serve association. 


AGAINST CENTHAIJZATION. 
"I am as strongly against the cen- 


tralization of money in Wall street as 
any man could be. 
What use Wall 
itreet tnakes of the power which the 
law confers upon it I do not care to 
say. 
It IB perhaps sufficient to state 


that the New York fcankers are work- 
Ing in harmony with each other in 
response to a well-settled program. 


"I know, too, that many of tho big 


New loric banners are opposed to the 
Aldrloh reserve plan; much because it 
will bring about a deoentralliation of 
the money power Instead of the re- 
genre. 
Wall Street understands this, 


but docs not oppose 
the 
meatfure 


"Is not the present sitatlon, where- 
y a dozen banks constitute the 
money power' and decide as the trlbu- 
ial of last resort whether credit shall 
ie extended, In reality, saying that 
hese dozen banks are supremely in 
sontrol, do they constitute a potential 
rust?" 
"No, not a trust," Tie reiterated. 
'For a trust; is a combination and 
here is no combination existing be- 
ween these banks. 


TOO GBEA.T A POTVKR, 


"It is too great a power to entrust 
a few institutions, however, and 
personally I want to get rid of the 
responsibility of declining credit. 


"Now 
if the 25,000 banks were to 
be combined in a reserve association, 
as the Aldrich measure proposes, and 
ihere were reserve banks In all parts 
of the country, that situation, instead 
of producing a greater centralization 
of the money power—which is the 
popular fear—would cause a decen- 
:ralization. 
"My efforts have been consistently 


for Just such an ultimate and 
in 
view of this fact, BO well known to 
my Chicago friends and 
Bankers 
throughout the country, it is some- 
what remarkable that 
convictions 
should Save been misinterpreted on 
account of my using the 
expression 
'money power.' " 
"Does the proposed Government in- 
vestigation of the 
so-called money 
trust Impress you as being demanded 
by present conditions?" 
"I welcome it," said the 
banker 
heartily. "Although there is no money 
trust and the investigation will not 
disclose any eruch institution, it should 
have the result of educating our legis- 
lators pon the needs of the country 
as to banking laws.

and I one ot its dictators, but I want 
to assure these and all others that I 
am opposed to anything in the nature 
of a. trust, and am not only -willing 
but anxious to sacrifice the responsi- 
bility of extending credit or of with- 
holding it for the sake of banking 
laws that will take this power from 
the reserve banks in the three great 
centers and disseminate it throughout 
the country. 


"Tho 
evil of the present laws is that 
about ^200,000,000 a year flows into 
Wall street from the West, 
reduces

lation, - 
"Conditions in Chicago are totally 
different. The Continental and Com- 
mercial bank stands on its own bot- 
tom and is not beholden to any Wall I 
street power for its existence or pros- 
perity. I am not a director in any 
corporation doing business with 
our 
bank, nor do I own a share of stock 
in any such 
corporation. -Although 


our deposits are nearly a quarter of a 
billion, and the bank is naturally a 
tremendous power, no one connected 
with the institution can pay off any 
scores or reward any friends by using 
the bank as an instrument, nor in any 
manner pervert the great power which 
has been built up. 
"As to Wall street, however, 
and 
the policy that is employed there, I 
have nothing to say."

"A variation from the usual provisions

lieu of transportation of pupils living at 
a distance from the school house 
An- 


other unusual development Is ths South 
Dakota law, which provides that T^hen 
transportation is not furnished the school 
district shall pay to the parents or guard- 
ians of pupils living at a. distance from 
the nearest school house as much as 45 
cents a day of actual school attendance 


"These two enactments are examples 


of the unexpected results that some- 
times follow new lines of legislation. In 
one case public funds not only furnish 
free tuition with all that it implies, but 
also pay a part of the board and lodg- 
ing of the pupil; In _the other case the 
parent Is paid In cash for sending his 
child to school, for there Is no require- 
ment that he shall transport, the child 
In neither case does the element of 
charity enter. 


"Other laws upon the general subject 


of transportation were enacted during 
the year In California, where pupils may 
toe transported at the cost of the count! 
to county high schools, In Kansas, where 
any district board may provide transpor- 
tation -for pupils living more than two 
and one-half miles from school; in Mis- 
souri, where the limit of dlstange Is only 
one-half mile; in New Hampshire, where 
school districts were authorized to pur- 
chase necessary 
vehicles. 
In Pennsyl- 


vania, wh»r« If Is rtv>"Wl*'3 +hat'no pupil 
of a discontinued school shall bo required 
to walk more than a mile and a half to 
a consolidated school; and In Iowa."

Corot's "Dance of the 
Nyrnphs" is one of his most famous canvases. Other 
Corots in the exhibition may be subject to suspicion. 
I'm told that ovei 20,000 supposed Corots have paid 
duty into this country in addition to the number that 
have been manufactured here. There's a truly great 
Von Lembach and Verestchagin's "Solomon's Wall" 
is all that could be expected of it. But the Daubignys 
and the Vibert and the Fortuny and all but the Neeley 
O'Sullivan sketch of Sargent do not amount to any- 
thing more than the names 
They are not great or 


even good art creations—not great or good pictures. 


But people attend the show and praise the works 


indiscriminately because they know the paintings 
have cost much money 
How many of our picture- 


buyers really know enough of art to buy a painting 
instead of a name? 


For instance, Charles Rollo Peters is to have an ex- 


hibition in the tapestry room of the St. Francis in 
about ten or twelve days. He is a truly great painter 
—the greatest master of moonlight effects in the 
world today. He is at the zenith of his power—paint- 
ing his best. 


What I am interested to know is, how many of our 


rich "art patrons" will have sense enough to get a 
really grcst Peters and wait for his posthumous fame 
to teach them what a wonderful bargain they have 
made. After the artist is gone people will be paying 
hundreds whera they pay dollars today lor his work. 
So I want to bee how many San Franciscans will have 
sense enough to embrace this opportunity. 
Shouldn't the State Do Something? 


Mrs. Hiram Johnson, wife oi the Governor, has'an 


idea, and a good one, that the State .should do .some- 
thing for- the encouragement of California artists. 
Mrs-. Johnson'would like to see appropriated sums of 
money by the succeeding Legislatures so an art com- 
mission c6uld purchase the best exemplars of Califor- 
nia artists to hang in the Governor's Mansion, the 
State Capitol and the other State buildings. 


As it is, all that the State does for art is to appro- 


priate $500 quadrennially for a portrait of the 'retiring 
Governor. It is not enough for a good portrait by a 
competent artist. That artist is selected by political 
favoritism instead of an art commission. The. Retir- 
ing Governor hardly can be persuaded to pose. And 
so we have on the walls of the cap'itol some of the 
most shrieking freaks that ever scared the rats out of 
a corridor.

There happened quite a shock in ^banking circles 


recently. 


Bank Commissioner Williams, although provided 


by the State with lawyers, is rather inclined to the 
view that he is a good enough lawyer for himself. 
He has worked himself over to the belief that the 
present Bank Act forbids a corporation, any of the 
directors of which is a director of a bank, from bor- 
rowing from the bank. 


As the financial institutions in search of business 


and prestige are always seeking to add to their direct- 
orate the active and successful business men of the 
town, this is a serious matter. 


That Williams is not joking in this contention was 


manifested several days ago when, after complain- 
ing that Andrea Sbarboro. president of the Italian- 
American bank", was also a director and large stock- 
holder-of the Italian-Swiss Colony of Asti, which 
borrows from., the bank, he sent a' lettel- to' Sbarboro 
informing him in curt terms that he, by his authority 
as Bank Commissioner, removed him from the presi- 
dency^ of the Italian-American bank. 


Sbarboro did not treat the order as equivalent to 


annihilation. He is still sitting on the lid, and thinks" 
it incumbent upon the Bank Commissioner1 to make 
the next move. 
BanK Commissioner and Oil Bonds 


A ruling of greater moment to the business of the 


State has just been made by Williams. 


Hitherto the bonds_orf the big oil companies have 


been treated by the banks, not as mining securities, 
but as industrials.-^ * ',

Besides" the"' oil extracted from the earth there is, 


in every instance, immense investment in piping, and 
in many instances, preparatory work, equivalent to 
refineries. 


The oil industry has grown to be one of California's 


greatest. The prosperity of the State is largely de- 
pendent upon its progress. 


The Bank Commissioner has just decided that un- 


der- the State law savings banks cannot loan on such 
bonds. 


This order was directed primarily against the 


Union Oil Company, the second largest producer in 
the State.

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. Whether the law will be finally interpreted by the 
courts as the commissioner construes it does not 
much matter. 


>The commissioner. is granted almost 
dictatorial 


power. 


Financial institutions are peculiarly sensitive. They 


cannot quarrel with "authority," or even dispute with 
it, on matters concerning securities. 


The remedy suggested by some bankers to meet 


the anomalous tc'6rfditipn of California's government 
fighting the development of one of the State's chief 
industries, is to ..broaden rthc National Bank Act so 
that a savings batik form be-pcr-mitted that may lend 
on land securities and also ,an amendment permit- 
ting a form of trust company, organization.

Got the Coin Circulated 


Claude Cassimir-Perier of Paris, who is here study- 


ing San Francisco and Oakland harbor and trade con- 
ditions for the French Government in view of 
the 


forthcoming opening of the Panama canal, is an inti- 
mate friend of the new head of the French ministry, 
M. Poincare. The other evening at the French Club 
the visitor was telling how Poincare, when at 
the • 


head of the treasury department a number of years 
ago, found that the people did not take kindly to the 
then new 25-centime nickel coin, which corresponds 
to the five-cent piece in the United States, and the 
happy means he hit upon to 
make it immensely 


popular. 


"Poincare," said Cassimir-Perier, "found that for 


no good reason the small storekeepers would not take 
it. The government was on the point of advertising 
how the people in the United States took kindly to 
the nickel, or five-cent piece, and 'urging Frenchmen 
to accept the new coin in the same spirit, when 
Poincare got consent to handle the problem in his 
own way. No overt act was done, but somehow it 
soon was gossiped all over Paris that among the new 
nickel pieces in circulation there were five on which 
were engraved in very little letters the word 'Roths- 
child.' The rumor flew thick and fast that the person 
who first got hold of and took one of these coins to 
the bank of the Rothschilds would get $5000 for it. . 
And so the story went the rounds, with the addition 
that the one bringing to the bank the second nickel 
containing this name would receive $2000, for 
the 


,Tthird and fourth coins so marked $1000 each, and for 
the fifth one $400. To support these stories, it was 
handed from mouth to mouth that 
the Rothschild 


family had a lot of nickel metal on hand, which it was 
anxid'us to sell to the government, and that it had 
formed this sort of a lottery scheme to create such a 
demand for nickel coins as would force the govern- 
ment to buy a lot more of the metal for coinage pur- 
poses. The stories spread from Paris to the provinces 
and soon the demand for the coins was unprecedented. 
The rumors, of course, were a myth. They served 
the purpose of making the new money pieces' part of 
the popular coin of the, realm, and] no doubt to this 
day some people are still looking for the 
name of 


Rothschild on them- whenever they get hold of any 
of them."

The Orange Rebellion Fizzles. 


Winston Churchill has delivered his Home Rule speech in Eel- 


fast and nothing has come of it. The loyal Orangemen of Ulster 
did not rise in rebellion, did not even stone the Home Secretary's 
carriage nor gather round the hall to hoot at the "croppies" and cry 
to h—11 with trip Pope. 
It rained dogs and cats, and the loyal 


Orangemen found it much pleasantcr to drink Scotch whiskey in the 
"pubs." than to get soaked on the outside. 


It was all a very tame ending to the threats and bluster in- 


dulged in for weeks from Newry to the Giant's Causeway, from the 
Bog of Allan to the borders of Connaught. But what happened to 
Churchill in Belfast is about what will happen when the Home Rule 
bill passes (Parliament, despite Sir Edward Carson's picture of the 
desperate resistance Ulster will offer to a Home Rule government 
The attack will be made on John Barleycorn, not the authority of the 
Crown. There will be no bloodshed, only hiccoughs and headaches 
and the usual anathemas against the Papists. 


Which is as it should be. The idea of less than one-fifth the 


population of Ireland rising in revolt on religious grounds is too 
farcical for sober consideration. It was never seriously entertained. It 
was a bluff from start to finish, and-no importance would have 
been attached, to it if the Tory newspapers of England had not 
pretended to'see in it the portent of'civil war. Had the boot been 
on th« other leg—had the Catholics of Munster, Leinster and Con- 
naught threatened to go to war unless Home Rule was granted— 
the same Tory-newspapers would have yelled treason and demanded 
that"the army'be sent over to reduce the "beggars" to submission. 


. The position taken by the Ulster Orangemen was as unten- 


able as absurd. They saw nothing wrong when a bigoted Protestant 
minority was*1 permitted to rule a disfranchised Catholic majority. 
They have not progressed _since the days of _ Cromwell and King 
James. They are still governed by medieval religious prejudice, 
cannot rid 'themselves pf the notion that Catholics should not have 
equal rights \vith Protestants. Yet a large proportion of the Pro- 
testants of, Ireland is strongly in favor of Home Rule. Charles 
Stewart PaVn'eil, the great leader of the Home Rule movement, 
was a Protestant; so was John Mitchell, Isaac Butt, Biggar and hun- 
dreds of-other Piotestants of renown. John Home Tooke, Robert 
Emm«tt "and Lord Edward Fitzgerald were all Protestants. 
« 
But the Ulster Orangeman is of a different breed. He is fed 


from his cradle up on religious prejudice and bred to hate his Catho- 
jjc fellow;countrymen as"a jjatriotic^duty. Guy, Fawkes is^a living 
fcality to him, and another Rye House'is something that he deems 
Suite probable. .He is simply a survival, and rbut foe his lodges, 
•aths, grips and passwords would long ago have merged in the com- 
tjion mass of Irishmen and ceased to be a religious fanatic and a 
golitical bigot. Still there is a strong vein of shrewd common sense 
$1 the Orangemen, and they are not going to butt their heads 
|gainst a stone wall. They have put up a stout bluff in the hope of 


efcating Home Rule, but they are far too sensible to take up arms 
gainst the imperial authority. They will take their share of the

AII Ancient Fraud Exposed. 


Our old friend General Average has again come to the front. 


He has been injected into the discussion relative to the grievances 
of the striking mill opetators at Lawrence, Mass., and is nobly 
serving the purpose for which he was'enlisted. -It is asserted by 
the strikers thj^the average^ 'Wage scale in the woolen mills of 
Lawrence is'^a'"little more th'anA$6 per week. General Average is 
called as a witness to prove fhaUthe scale is nearly $10 per week. 


General Average is mostly a' liar, and is usually cited to show 


how figures''can He, or rather, how they can be manipulated to 
make a lie ..look like the truth. During the Homestead strike he 
was brouglit forward to prove that the strikers were paid extrava- 
gant wages and were rolling in affluence. 
But the showing was 


all in the way the average was struck. A few ^ugh-salaried officials 
got the bulk of General Average's award—the individual pay of 
the thousands of workingmen was very, small. 


The conclusions of General Average* ^Ee reached in this way: 


Ten thousand men in a town are worth-$100 apiece and'one man 
$1,000,000. Dividing $1,000,100 by two we get $500,050 as the aver- 
age of wealth in the community. Of course, that is not the fact, 
but that is the'way old General Average-figures it. That is the 
way he has figured out the wage scale ^t Lalwrence. 


Nevertheless, the brutal fact remains that a majority of the 


Lawrence mill operatives are paid only $5.50 a week. What is 
General Average's .conclusion fto these people? They can't find it in 
their pay checks^and it cannot*he used to pay rent or grocery bills 
Yet it looks fineiiry print. It iff as comforting to the poor millhand 
as the perusal of aVciokbook is-to a starying'man. 


But the Boston Transcript routed General Average by the sim- 


ple expedient of dividing .the 'gross compensation by the total num- 
ber of empl^y-es.' >By that simple and connect method the average 
rate of pay was reduced to $6.50 per weeK.' The trick of figuring 
in the safancs of man2gers""ancl superintendents to make it appear 
that the 'fnillhands'are' receiving more than they are actually paid 
fs obviously dishonest and misleading. 


Old General Average, who is invariably trotted out as big as 


a watch and as bold as brass to rnalje the worse appear the better, 
is the offspring of mathematical ledgerdemain. 
The manager's 


salary is added to the wages of the poorest pair! employe and the 
product is divided by two; ana the ict>ult it. presented as liie avei- 
age rate of pay for the whole force. Tliis sort of humbug is re- 
sorted to because the persons interested du-'fiOt want the public to 
know what they are really paying their employes.

DANCING TO A POST 


' The Shoslione sun dance has been 


the tUDject of so man> protests," writes 
T B Le Sleur in the Red Man, "that of 
recent yeirs tha Indians have called it 
the. 'sand dance' or 'half dance,' hoping 
to deceive its opponents 
But though 


shorn of some of Us objectionable fea- 
tures. It is still Inconsistent with the 
preachings of Christian civilization 


"It is scheduled to talce place about 


June 2, when the sun has gained Its 
highest northern point, and is preceded 
bv the gathering of the tribe at some 
selected spot 
A circular space, having 


a radius of about 40 feet, is cleared, and 
In the center is placed a long forked 
post 
' 


"This post is the object of the most 


elaborate ceremonies, 
being bathed in 


holy water and being dedicated or con- 
secrated to the sun. It is supposed to 
embody the Great Spirit and to contain 
the ess,ense of that Defty sufficient!) to 
cure all human ills or confer any favor 
Where failure occurs It Is alwa>s attrib- 
uted to some outside Influence or In- 
terference 


The 
arena 
encircling 
this 
aacred 


post is enclosed 
with the interwoven 


branches of trees, and only those par- 
ticipating In the dance are allowed in- 
side 
The dance begins with due cere- 


monv 
It Is a -wild, weird and fascinat- 


ing performance, a fanatical fantasy, an 
orgle, in which nearly naked and fren- 
zied Indians, to the accompaniment of 
tho doleful chant of the singers, the dull 
thumping of a relay of drums, and tha 
slulll whistles of the dancers, for three 
dajs and nights without cessation, with- 
out food or water, dance In mute appeal, 
supplication and atonement to a long, 
forked post 


"I recently had occasion to attend one 


of these so-called sand dances. One of 
the dancers, already in a weakened con- 
dition from a long illness, died the sec- 
ond day from the exposure and exer-

the annual report of Commissioner 
Bowers of tne Bureau of Fisheries to 
the secretary of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor It is stated that 
the bureau continued during the fiscal 
jear 1911 its systematic investigation 
of the streams of the Mississippi val- 
ley to determine the location, condi- 
tion, history and prospects of beds of 
pearl mussels suitable for utilization 
in the manufacture of buttons Partly 
through the agency of its permanent 
p&i&onnel and largely v ith the assist- 
ance of persons connected with edu- 
cational institutions in the region, in- 
vestigations have been carried on in 
Minnesota, Iowa Illinois, Arkansas, 
Missouri, Kentuckj a,nd Tennessee 
While there has not yet developed

Careful Brokers Fortify for a 


Possible Slump, While the 


Bulls Remain Inactive. 


(By JOSEPH F, PRITCHARD.) 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10. — The fact has beep. 


clearly demonstrated during the past fev, 
days that Lichstern brokers were being 
used by a few biff traders In wheat for 
the purpose of getting the rank and file 
to follow them In their buying or selling 
and to take the opposite end of the mar- 
ket through a different set of brokers. 
In other. words, they have attempted to 
give the professionals In this particular 
pit the "double cross." Llchstern claims 
he has not been trading In wheat on 
even a moderate scale for some little 
time and the fact that his name has 
been used by those who watch pit condi- 
tions closest, shows that the larger pro- 
fessionals who have been trading through 
Llchstern brokers hare covered up their 
tracks pretty well. 
It Is the privilege 


of any of the traders of wheat, or, in 
fact, any other commodity, to use any 
of the brokers they may seet fit, but tho 
idea of picking out the Uclistern houses 
through which to do business shows that 
some one Is after easy and sure money. 


CAREFUL TRADERS HEDGE. 


There Is little on which to buy wheat 


and hold it for an advance. 
Some of 


the more careful traders, however, either 
covered their short contracts or sold out 
long wheat today in order to gat around 
any possible unseen Influence that may 
be In evidence at the opening on Tuesday 
morning. The leading weakening factor 
today was the receipts of 3,140,000 bush- 
els at primary markets during- the week, 
which was 1,500,000 bushels In excess of 
the corresponding period 
a year ago. 


While the bulls have been promising that 
the deliveries of wheat by farmers in 
the spring wheat country would show a 
wondsrful dropping off before this time, 
Minneapolis and 
Duluth 
received 1502 
cars last week, or 844 cars more than 
for a like period In 1911. 


There was 
a- fulling off In Western 


receipts of corn 
during 
last week of 


1,700,000 bushels. 
Tills, however, was 


not the result of any scarcity In tho 
offerings of this grain at country sta- 
tions, but was caused by the continued 
scarcity of motive power on tho railroads 
for the movement of the grraln.

""But it Is due to the superintendent to 
explain fully to him the reasons for this 
action, which must also finally justify it- 
self before the bar of public opinion— 
particularly in this case in which, PS I 
understand It, the majority of the board 
claim that they have the popular man- 
date to let Mr. Bunker go. 
"There are some citizens of Berkeley 
who failed to realize that Mr. Bunker -was 
a campaign issue during the last election. 
"It seems to me that the vital question 
before the public are these: 
"Has the policy pursued by the super- 
intendent been a. wise and successful one? 
Competent authorities seem to think it 
has, ar.d his opponents do not make that 
an issue. This being the case, the Board 
of Education owes it to the people to ex- 
plain why they are going to drop Mr. 
Bunker If they propose to maintain his 
policies, or, if they drop these, also to ex- 
plain why, and to state what they pro- 
pose to substitute for them. If they are 
to continue his policies, it would seem the 
proper thing to allow him to administer 
them. The only \alid reason for not do- 
ing so would He in the fact that while 
intellectual!/ efficient he is morally un- 
fit. 
Rumors of financial Irregularities 
on his part hav« been whispered about 
by certain persons, who In at least one 
case alleged that Mrs. Carlisle had the 
proofs thereof; but Mrs. Carlisle has.per- 
sonally assured rne that she has no uch 
proofs and has heard no such rumors.

UNEASY FOR FUTURE. 


"The second serious issue is this: ~ Are 
we threatened with a revival of the old 
ward politics system? Is the charter pro- 
vision defining- the duties and responsi- 
bilities of -the superintendent to be fol- 
lowed In spirit as well as In letter? Is 
there, a possibility that the merit system 
of appointing teachers is to be abandoned 
In favor of the ylclous methods of the 
past, or that school directors will exer- 
cise unwarranted and pernicious personal 
activity In 
school administration? 
It 
would be unfair to attack tho board for 
what has not yet been done; nevertheless, 
as one who has had four years behind the 
scenes in the old days of the ward sys- 
tem, I think I can recognize certain sig- 
nificant signs of the times which make 
mo uneasy as to the future. 
"Attempts will be made to make this a 
Socialist party question, and also to brlKR 
organized labor.into the fight. As a sin- 
core Socialist, as a life-long believer In 
labor unionism, and as an honorary mem- 
ber of the local carpenter's union, I de- 
pjore such an attitude, which can only 
react unfavorably on Socialism and on 
organized labor. No question of Social- 
ism is Involved, unless it be that the mer- 
it system, which should have Soclallstc 
support, Is Involved. Certainly no labor 
question enters in to the situation. 
On 
such grave matters of public Interest as 
this, no organization or party should tako 
sides as such. Each Individual should en- 
deavor to ascertain the facts of the situ- 
ation and make a conscientious effort to 
act for the best interests of the schools 
of Berkeley. That is the only Issue be- 
fore us."

soil must be In proper condition, and 
present no physical obstacle to the 
growth of the young plant. If heavy 
rains have compacted, the surface of 
the soil, and the sun has baked it'to a 
hard crust, Jt.will be impossible, even 
if all other conditions are favorable, 
for the seedling plants to force their 
way through it, and many perish from 
this cause alone. Seeds differ greatly 
as to the temperature required for 
germination. Beets, cress, peas, etc., 
germinate rapidly 'at1 a temperature 
of 45 degrees, but if melons and other 
seeds of; that family, bush or pole 
•beans,- and other plants of subtropical 
origin, are soTvn under the same con- 
dition's, they will be apt to-decay, as 
for their prompt germination they; re- 
quire a heat of at least 60 degrees. 
For this reason many seeds fall yearly 
from too early sowing. 
The' second 
condition, proper moisture, is lfkely 
to be. violated by an excess rather 
.than by too small a portion. 
The 
proper amount Is that which a well- 
drained soil will naturally hold. Free 
access of air is all-important, and this 
is interfered with by an excess of 
water in the soil. 
In germination 
complex chemical changes take place 
in the seeds, 'in-which the air per- 
forms an important part. A portion 
of the seed Is consumed, carbonic aci& 
gas being given "oft 
in changing the 
starch "and other constituents "of the 
seed into nutriment to forward the 
.growth -of the germ or embryo plant, 
which depends upon the contents of 
the seed until it forms roots below 
ground and leaves above, and is able 
to sustain itself. Besides these condi- 
tions affecting the germination of the 
seed, the young plants,: after they have 
made .their way to the surface, are 
liable to various accidents; a sudden 
current of very cold air, or a continu- 
. ous drying wind,- may check 
their 
growth, or destroy them altogether. In 
addition; there are numerous Insects, 
both,below and above ground, that 
may.attack the plants, some of them 
being so small that'they often destroy 
a crop before they, are.discovered.
